Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  3'lst  December,  1 965. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Sections  on  Sanitary 
Circumstances,  Housing,  and  Food  Inspection  have  been 
contributed  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  whose 
assistance  in  this  connection  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

A few  points  from  the  text  of  the  Report  may  be  picked 
out  for  mention  at  this  stage 

1.  The  growth  of  the  town  continued  throughout  1965,  the 
estimated  mid-year  population  (8,900)  being  370  in 
excess  of  the  corresponding  estimate  for  1964* 

2.  All  the  health  statistics  were  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  live  births  was  the  highest  for  the  past  sixteen 
years,  and  the  Birth  Rate  v/ell  above  the  national 
average.  Both  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Death 
Rate  were  well  below  the  national  average. 

3.  The  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
was  pleasingly  low.  Only  71  cases  vieve  notified  during 
the  twelve  months,  of  which  64  were  measles. 

4.  161  neY^  dwellings  were  completed  in  the  tovm,  of  v/hich 
149  were  privately  built.  Phase  III  of  the  Sydney 
Cottage  Estate  extension  was  completed  in  the  early 
m.onths  of  the  year  by  the  erection  of  the  remaining 

12  houses  on  that  site. 

5.  Measures  to  alleviate  the  severe  overloading  at  the 
Stanley  Lane  sewage-disposal  works  were  well  in  hand 

by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  improvements  to  be  carried 
out  v/ill  allow  for  further  treatment  of  the  final 
effluent  by  land  irrigation.  This  should  result  in 
the  eventual  discharge  into  the  river  being  more  in 
keeping  with  the  River  Authority’s  requirements  until 
such  time  as  the  proposed  new  disposal  works  at  the 
Slads  are  in  operation. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  all  v7ho  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report 
and  in  particular  to  Mr.  J.  Stocker  and  Mrs.  F.  Stewart. 

Their  willing  co-operation  and  help  in  all  matters  through- 
out the  year  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged .

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population 
of  the  Borough  at  mid-1965  was  8,900  - an  increase  of 
370  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  1964. 

The  "natural  increase"  in  population  for  the  year 
was  103  (i.e.  the  difference  between  the  number  of 
live  births  and  the  number  of  deaths) . This  is  the 
second  highest  natural  increase  since  1950,  and  is  only 
one  less  than  the  "record"  total  for  the  year.

3 . DEATHS 


87  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  died  during 
1965,  1 more  than  in  1964. 

The  various  causes  of  death  are  detailed  in  the 
Annual  Return  of  the  Registrar-General  which  appears 
overleaf.  Conditions  affecting  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 
System  again  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  the 
deaths  (56.3%  of  the  total),  and  iVIalignant  Disease  was 
responsible  for  19.5%.  Of  the  17  deaths  from  iVIalignant 
disease,  3 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus. 

The  Standardised  Death-Rate  for  the  year  was  10.1 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population  which  is  well  belov/  the 
average  for  the  country  as  a whole  (11.5).

A.  HOSPITAL  AND  SRECIALIST  SERVICES 

The  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  in  the  district 
are  administered  by  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
through  its  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

In-patient  and  Out-patient  facilities  are  available 
at  Bridgnorth  and  South  Shropshire  Infirmary,  and  at 
the  various  general  hospitals  in  V/olverhampton , Shrewsbury 
and  Kidderminster.

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  isolation 
hospitals  in  Wolverhampton  or  Shrewsbury,  and  patients 
with  Tuberculosis  receive  treatment  at  Copthorne  Hospital 
or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

The  elderly  chronic  sick  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  generally  admitted  to  New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton, 
or  to  Park  Street  Hospital  Shifnal.

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Attendances  at  the  Northgate  Clinic  have  shown  a steady 
annual  increase  for  the  past  few  years  and  in  1965  it  had 
the  highest  attendance  figures  of  any  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
in  the  County  according  to  the  Annual  Report  for  that  year 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  720  children  of 
0-5  years  made  a combined  total  of  5,138  attendances  in 
the  twelve  months,  compared  with  681  children  and  4,477 
attendances  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Grove  Clinic  figures  showed  a very  small  increase 
over  those  for  1964.  60  children  made  a total  of  258 
attendances  compared  with  58  children  and  212  attendances 
in  1964. 

For  various  reasons  it  was  considered  advisable  that 
the  Grove  Clinic  should  be  discontinued  after  31st  December, 
1966  and  that  an  extra  weekly  half-day  session  should  be 
held  at  Northgate  on  Thursday  afternoons  instead.  This 
arrangement  came  into  operation  on  5th  January,  1967. 

(b)  Welfare  Foods 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the  sale 
of  welfare  foods.  These  are  available  at  the  two  clinics 
during  clinic  hours,  at  Low  Town  Post  Office,  and  at 
37,  West  Castle  Street  during  business  hours.

One  Health  Visitor  undertakes  all  the  Health  Visiting 
and  School  Nursing  duties  in  the  Borough. 

(d)  Vaccination  anji  Immunisation 

Hnder  the  County  Council's  scheme.  Vaccination  against 
Small-Pox,  and  Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  may  be  carried  out 
by  arrangement  with  a general  practitioner,  or  at  any  Child 
Welfare  Centre  by  appointment. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  each  yc  ar 
to  all  children  aged  '’2-13  years  v;ho  are  found  by 
preliminary  testing  to  require  this  protection.  Only  very 
few  parents  refuse  their  consent  for  this  procedure,  which 
is  carried  out  at  t!\e  schools. 

( e ) Ambu lance  S ervi c e s 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  Ambulance  arrangements 
during  the  year.  The  Central  Ambulance  Depot  for  the  County 
is  in  Shrewsbury  (Tel.  No.  Shrev/sbury  6331  ) and  all  calls 
for  ambulances  are  dealt  with  centrally.  Tv\ro  ambulances 
and  a car  for  sitting-cases  are  stationed  in  Bridgnorth. 

( f ) Domestic  Help  Service 

The  Domestic  Help  Office  at  Bridgnorth  Welfare  Centre 
is  open  on  Mondays,  V/ednesdays  and  Fridays  from  2.15  till 
4.30  p.m.  (Phone  No.  Bridgnorth  3078).

SANITARY  CIRCraSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows s- 

1 . WATER 

Water  from  the  Rindleford  Boreholes  is  supplied  to 
the  Borough  by  Wolverhampton  Corporation  Vfeter 
Undertaliing , No  shortages  were  experienced  during  the 
year,  the  reorganisation  of  the  distribution  mains 
having  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  at  source,  and  laboratory 
reports  on  samples  submitted  for  examination  throughout 
the  year  testified  to  its  satisfactory  standards  both 
bacteriologically  and  chemically. 

2 . SHjTERAGE  and  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  inadequacy  of  the  Stanley  Lane  sewage  disposal 
v/orks  had  become  apparent  as  long  ago  as  1963?  and  in 
order  to  prevent  a further  deterioration  a temporary 
reduction  on  further  development  in  the  town  was  imposed 
in  1964.  In.  spite  of  this  embargo  on  future  development, 
however,  there  were  planning  permissions  already  granted, 
and  some  161  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  which 
added  to  the  considerable  problem  already  existing. 

At  the  end  of  1964,  the  views  of  the  Severn  River 
Authority  were  sought,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Summarised,  the  River  Authority’s  views  were  that 
an  extension  to  Stanley  Lane  of  up  to  50^o  capacity 
should  be  executed  as  a matter  of  urgency  and  that  the 
proposals  for  the  new  works  at  the  Slads  should  proceed 
with  all  speed . 

It  v/as  felt  thatfor  an  extension  of  the  present 
Sta,nley  Lane  works  to  proceed  at  the  same  time  as  the 
Slads  scheme  would  be  a duplication  of  vrork  which  wculd 
not  provide  a quick  solution,  and  the  Council's 
consultants  therefore  advised  surface  irrigation  of  the 
final  effluent. 

The  Council  accepted  this  advice  and  negotiations 
commenced  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  institution 
of  such  a system. 

Objections  to  the  proposals  were  received  and  it 
was  anticipated,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  a Public 
Inquirv  would  have  to  be  held. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land, 
however,  proceeded  smoothly,  and  this  was  purchased  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Objections  v/ere  also  received  to  the  proposed  Slads 
site  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Consultants  were 
engaged  in  the  investigation  of  other  sites  which  had 
been  put  forward  as  alternatives  to  the  original  one. 

Luring  the  year  a tender  v/as  accepted  for  a further 
extension  of  the  Stourbridge  Road  sewer  which  v/ill  serve 
the  industrial  site  development  in  that  area. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  ANL  LISPOSAL 


The  practice  of  augmenting  the  refuse  vehicle  by- 
means  of  an  open  vehicle  was  continued  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year.  As  previously  reported,  this  was  most 
unsatisfactory  and  was  intended  as  a temporary  measure 
only.  The  Public  Health  Committee  invited  tenders  for  the 
supply  of  a new  12  cuyard  vehicle  and  the  vehicle  was 
subsequently  bought  and  put  into  operation  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  3 >600  bins  and  70  paper  sacks 
were  emptied  each  week  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  total 
refuse  collection  by  the  Council  during  the  year  amounted 
to  2,500  tons. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  now  six  blocks  of  public  conveniences  in 
the  town,  four  of  which  have  hand  washing  facilities. 

During  the  year  two  blocks  of  conveniences  were 
completed  and  brought  into  use;  one  on  the  Innage  Lane 
Carpark,  and  the  other  on  the  Severn  Park. 

The  conveniences  at  Mill  Street  and  New  Road  could 
not  be  considered  to  be  other  than  unsatisfactory.  The 
New  Road  conveniences  are  only  in  use  during  the  busy 
holiday  periods  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
recommended  that  a replacement  block  of  conveniences  should 
be  built  in  the  Castle  Grounds. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  4 licensed  caravan  sites,  all  situated  in 
the  Quatf ord/Danesf ord  area  of  the  Borough.  These  hold 
licences  for  250,  160,  50  and  9 caravans,  respectively, 
and  contain  in  addition  a number  of  week-end  chalets. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  the  site-owners  have  co-operated 
well  with  the  Council’s  requirements  and  a satisfactory 
standard  of  fitness  under  the  terms  of  the  Act  is  being 
achieved  on  all  sites. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Borough  shares  the  services  of  a Rodent  Operative 
with  Dawley  Urban  District  Council,  one  third  of  the 
emplo3'-ee’s  time  being  spent  in  Bridgnorth. 

176  investigations  were  made  during  the  year  and  a 
total  of  53  infestations  were  treated,  none  of  which  was 
classified  as  a major  infestation.  A test  bait  of  the 
sewers  carried  out  during  the  year  revealed  no  infestation. 

The  service  continued  to  be  generally  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  operative 
is  employed  on  a part-time  basis  only,  there  is  very  little 
delay  betv/een  the  receipt  of  a complaint  and  its  subsequent 
treatment.  T::is  is  due  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
operative's  time  is  divided  between  the  two  employing 
authorities,  and  the  fact  that  the  service  is  fully  mobile. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

By  the  provisions  of  Part  1 of  the  Factories  Act, 

1961  the  Council  is  responsible  for  ensuring  the  adequacy 
and  suitability  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  factories 
within  the  Borough,  and  in  those  factories  in  which 
mechanical  power  is  not  used,  is  also  responsible  for 
inspecting  the  premises  to  ensure  that  working  conditions 
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are  satisfactory. 

The  Prescribed  Particulrs  on  the  Adminstration  of  the 
Pactories  Act,  1961  are  appended  separately  at  the  end  of 
the  Report,’  as  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

8 . OPFIGES,  SHOPS  AW  KAIWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 . 

General  inspections  were  continued  throughout  the 
year,  of  premises  registered  under  the  above  Act.  Follow 
up  visits  V7ere  also  made  in  respect  of  premises  where 
defects  were  found  to  exist  and  owners  were  found  to  be

Progress  continued  on  the  Sydney  Cottage  Estate  Extension 
and  the  outstanding  12  houses  of  the  Phase  III  contract  were 
finished  early  in  the  year,  well  in  advance  of  the  contract 
completion  date. 

The  scheme  which  had  been  submitted  in  1964  for  the 
redevelopment  of  Friar  Street  wes  considered  further  during 
the  year  but  it  was  decided  that  the  scheme  would  not  be  an 
economical  proposition  and  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed 
with  it , 

Private  building  continued  at  the  same  high  rate  as  in 
the  previous  year.  149  houses  were  completed  and  a further 
103  were  in  course  of  construction  at  31st  Pecember. 

IMPROVEMENT  GH/vNTS 

During  the  year  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1964 
in  relation  to  Improvement  Grants  extended  the  amount  of 
Standard  Grant  which  could  be  made.  The  grant  was  increased 
to  a maximum  of  £350  in  certain  cases  vizs- 

(a)  The  provision  of  a bath  plus  building  or  conversion 

(b)  The  provision  of  a W.C.  plus  septic  tank 

(c)  The  laying  of  a water  supply  for  the  first  time. 

The  application  of  this  increased  grant  resulted  in  a 
general  increase  in  the  average  cost  of  grant  made.  The 
number  of  applications  made  during  the  year  was  disappointing, 
12  applications  only  being  made.  The  applications  were  all  in 
respect  of  Standard  Grant  and  the  applications  were  approved 
at  an  average  cost  of  £166  per  house. 
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SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOP 


1 . DJEAT  INSPECTION 

The  table  below  gives  an  analysis  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption . during  1965  at  the 
one  private  Slaughterhouse  in  the  town. 

Every  carcase  received  thorough  inspection  as  soon 
as  possible  after  slaughter,  and  it  was  only  found 
necessary  to  condemn  parts  of  one  bovine  carcase  and 
tv/o  lamb  carcases  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
(i.e.  only  0.47%  of  the  total  634  animals  slaughtered 
was  found  to  be  in  any  way  diseased) . 
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2.  INSPECTION  OP  OTHER  POOPS 


The  table  below  lists  the  quantities  of  foodstuff 
which  were  found  on  examination  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Such 
faulty  food  is  taken,  by  Council  transport,  to  the  refuse 
tip  and  disposed  of  by  deep  burying.
